The origin of Sierra Madre’s Fire Depart¬ 
ment began following an early morning fire when 
the town’s bakery was destroyed. With only a 
hand hose cart and some chemical equipment, 
residents could not control the fire. Monrovia Fire 
Department was called to assist and Sierra Mad- 
reans realized that it was time for the village to 
procure fire protection. 

Art Udell, L.C. Brooks and Earl Topping 
were appointed by the Board of Trade to investi¬ 
gate the costs and possibilities of obtaining fire 
equipment. Within 36 hours, a down payment ot

"The new patient tower will provide state- 
of-the-art patient care into the 21st century. It is 
being designed to meet or exceed all of the cur¬ 
rent safety standards and to become a showcase 
medical facility for San Gabriel Valley," Lee said. 

The Arcadia facility is the only hospital in 
the city and the only regional tertiary center 
meeting the health care needs of the Central San 
Gabriel Valley communities of Sierra Madre, 
Arcadia, Monrovia, Duarte and Temple City. Last 
year, the hospital provided for more than 70,000 
outpatient visits, including 38,000 patient visits to 
its emergency department. Methodist Hospital 
admits more than 11,000 inpatients per year. 

Construction is set to begin in July, 1995, 
with occupancy scheduled for the spring of 1997. 

A successful float of a $14 million municipal 
bond by the city of Arcadia and a contribution of 
$10 million from the hospital’s reserve fund 
started the $32 million renovation project.

Nearly $5 million of the $8 million which 
must be raised from public support has been 
contributed from major private donations, includ¬ 
ing two leadership gifts totaling $3 million from 
the H.N. and Frances C. Berger Foundation and 
the Forest Lawn Foundation. In addition, the 
hospital family, which is comprised of board 
members, physicians, employees and the Hospital 
Auxiliary, have pledged more than $1.5 million to 
the campaign. 

The new patient tower, with facilities for 
108 beds and the capacity to add more, will 
replace the current east nursing wing which has 
not been updated since 1957 and suffered more 
than $300,000 worth of damage in the Sierra 
Madfe Earthquake. Other buildings planned are a 
new main hospital entrance and lobby, admitting

Firefighters work 
at other jobs 


between fire calls 


by Jan Read 


When the tone goes off, indicating a fire 
call, fire fighters jump into their cars or 
trucks all over town and speed to the site of 
the problem. 

With 50 members, 42 of them EMTs, 
taking turns to assist those in need, cars and 
trucks converge from the far reaches of the 
town. Many of them are still pulling on their 
heavy, yellow protective clothing as they hang 
onto the fire engine that roars to each alarm. 
The ambulance is always tended, 24 hours a 
day, by someone ready to attend to each 
emergency. 

It doesn’t take them long to get to fires 
or medical calls. In fact, it’s usually Just mo¬ 
ments. 

There are 44 regular firefighters and six 
reserves. Out of those are three women: 
Sandy Solis, who with Rich Snyder is fire 
inspector; Liz Perez and Cindy Babbit. 

Sierra M^re Firefighters answered 687 
calls in 1993 with 429 of them medicals. The 
rest were fire calls, flooded condition, mutual 
aid, everything else on the blotter that is 
printed weekly in The News. 

Most of the firefighters are state-certi¬ 
fied Fire Fighters 1, meaning they have been 
through the Fire Academy. All but the paid 
fire inspectors are volunteers. 

Fire Chief is Edward D. Tracy and he is 
assisted by Tony Lerner, Roger Lowe and 
Bob Spears. The six captains are Bill Schlote, 
Steve Bickel, Bob Burnett, Steve Smith, Mike 
Delgatto and Ray Smith. 

According to Fire Prevention Bureau, 
there were over 2400 inspections last year, 
and those included apartments, schools, churc¬ 
hes, brush and weed abatement, commercial 
and hazardous material occupancies. Rich 
Snyder <uid Sandj Solis, fire inspectors who 
comprise the Fire Prevention Bureau, also did 
74 fire sprinkler inspections, gave 64 fire 
prevention talks and demonstrations and 
handled 85 plan check reviews.

called "The Royal Ray¬ 
mond." In 1895, the 
restaurant burned to the 
ground. But Raymond 
wasn’t discouraged. He 
opened an even grander 
place in 1901, and as an 
accompaniment built a 
Craftsman-style bunga¬ 
low with full basement. 
And then the Depres¬ 
sion hit. The hotel was 
shut down by the bank 


holding the mortgage in 
1921. Raymond died 
three >cais 4ater.

Police protest impasse, urge council 
to return to bargaining table 


Because an impasse 
has been reached in 
negotiations between the 
city of Arcadia and the 
Arcadia Police Relief 
Association, Sgt. Harry 
Verhile y, APRA pre^- 
dent, urged the Arcadia 
City Council to meet 
again at the bargaining 
table when he spoke at 
Tuesday night's council 
meeting. 

Close to 150 people, 
including police offi¬ 
cers. their families and 
friends, wore APRA T- 
shins, carried placards 
and entered the council 
chambers in hopes of 
getting some answers 
from the City Council. 

What they heard was 
a prepared statement 


read by Mayor Mary 
Young. She read, "Due 
to the financial con¬ 
straints which exist this 
fiscal year, no monetary 
items were athorized by 
the City Council for 
“cohsideTation. While the^ 
safety and welfare of 
Arcadia citizens is of 
the highest priority to 
the City Council, any 
financial adjustments 
would adversely impact 
the current budget and 
would require a reduc¬ 
tion in services or ap¬ 
propriation from the 
city’s reserves." 

As she read the state¬ 
ment, police supporters 
were heard saying that 
salary was not an issue. 
The APRA is seeking, 
among other things, a 


3/12 workweek, which 
would find officers 
working 12 hours a day 
for three days and 

taking off for four days. 
Bruce Smith of the 
APRA negotiating team 
explained— that thi^ 

schedule would put 

more officers on the 
street at peak times 

without costing the city 
any more money, and it 
may even save money 
as overtime needs are 
reduced. 

He said that the items 
which the APRA were 
requesting would proba¬ 
bly cost about $70,000 
and would improve 
working conditions and 
make the department 
run more efficiently. 

In the prepared state¬ 


ment, the mayor pointed 
out that members of the 
police association re¬ 
ceived a compounded 
salary increase of 25.26 
percent and that the 
salary of Arcadia Police 
“Officers ranks second 
highest out of 13 agen¬ 
cies in the greater San 
Gabriel Valley. 

Sgt, Verhiley said 
outside the council 
meeting, after it ap¬ 
peared that the council 
would not discuss the 
issue further, that it was 
not the association’s 
intent to cause a com¬ 
motion but he hopes 
that they can get back to 
the bargaining table "to 
etch out a fair and 
reasonable contract."

Dear Dr. Tami, 


My cat was in a fight several weeks ago with 
another cat. 1 have been cleaning his bite 
wound daily with hydrogen peroxide but it 
does not seem to be healing. Should I take him 
to my veterinarian? 

Yes. Any bite wounds should really be checked 
by a veterinarian immediately so that he can 
assess the severity and place your cat on 
antibiotics. Some bite wounds abscess and 
require surgery while others need aggressive 
antibiotic therapy (oral and/or topical).

Bite wounds do not usually heal well on their 
own. The type of bacteria found in the oral 
cavity and claws of cats can cause severe 
infections if bite or scratch wounds are left 
untreated.
